The double holiday, crowding 
Iighways with wo unusual burden 
or homeward bound — travelers, 
swelled the toll above normal 
years, ‘Traffic accidents caused 
many times as many deaths as 
uny other cause, 

Bul week-end merry-making 
also was cut short by gunfire, 
hanging, suffocation, burning, 
poisoning, drowning, plane crash 
und fatal household accidents, 
While millions feasted in cheer, 
at least 14 men and women died 
in despair at their own hands, 
‘here were 80 homicides, 28 by 
shooting and two by stabbing, 

Pennsylvania led the nation with 
41 deaths, Illinois followed with 
$5, Ohio, 35, California, 80. The 
toll by States:

In Mobile, nine were dead, as 
follows: Rufus Croley, who Depu- 
ty Sheriff Hobson Hagett said was 
shot in an argument with his bro- 
ther over where their mother 
would spend Christmas day; 
Benjamin Thurley, 67, killed in an 
auto accident; George Jordan, 37, 
burned when he apparently fell 
asleep with a lighted cigaret that 
ignited his bed; Lenny Cook, Sam- 
von, Ala,, sawmill worker, killed 
in a motorcycle accident; five ne- 
groes who were either shot or 
stabbed,

were shot to death, one was fa- 
tally stabbed and a fourth was 
beaten to death. Four negroes 
were killed in Selma, Two were 
shot by a negro who was later 
killed by a deputy sheriff, The 
negro wounded the deputy, An- 
other negro was killed near the 
Madison-Limestone County line. 

A six-year-old son of Fred Pitts 
was struck by an auto and fatally 
injured north of Athens Christmas 
afternoon, A man who carried a 
social security card with the name 
of John Chester Griffin was the 
victim of an automobile accident 
near Phenix City Sunday night. 
Ira Adams, of Hale County, died 
Christmas night of auto accident 
injuries. 

Arland Bowen, 29, was killed 
after an argument that Sheriff J. 
BE. Wellden, of Limestone County, 
said began over the quality of 
Christmas whiskey. Sheriff G. D, 
Byars was investigating the fatal 
shooting of Tom Cheatem near 
Moulton.

The annual crop summary of the 
Alabama Crop Reporting Service, | 
released yesterday, shows that,| 
19387 has been the greatest year | 
in the history of the State's ayri- 
culture, from the standpoint of 


crop production, 


Practically all crops, with the 


exception of peaches, pears and] 
| sorghum for syrup, show produc- 


lions far above the average, ac- 


cording to this summary, which | 


wus released by P. C. Garrett, 
Pederal 


ceeded by the crops of 1917 and 
1921, cotton by the crops of 1911 
and 1914, and the hay, Irish pota- 
tc und pecan crops are the larg- 


est to be found anywhere in the} 


series of official records in Mr 
Garrett's office, which were start- 
cd in 1866, 

The total estimated acreage of 
all crops harvested in Alabama in 
19387 was 8,318,000 acres, This is 
an increase of about three per 
cent over the 1986 total of 8,045,- 
000 acres, and is six per cent above 
the five-year (1928-1932) average 
of 7,849,000 aeres, 

In addition to this increase in 
ucredge, exceptionally high yields 
wlso contributed to the record- 
breaking’ production, 

The high average of yields this 
Season, it is stated, appear to have 


been due largely to very favorable | 


weather conditions and to an up- 
ward trend that is evident in the 
yields of numerous crops due to 
the wider distribution of improved 
varieties and seed strains and bet- 
ter fertilizer and tillage practices, 
Certain aspects of the soil conser- 
vation program have also tended 
to raise yields, it is said, 

From an income standpoint, 
however, the report shows 1937 
has not been so exceptional. De- 
clining’ prices practically offset the 
increased yolume of production, 
end the State's cash income from 
crops, estimated at $101,700,000 
for the ealendar year 1987, is only 
Slightly above the $100,950,000 for 
1936.

There seems to be 


This is a mistake as nothing’ is 
easier grown than garden peas. 
We have never made a failure re- 
|gardless of the plan used, Deep 
| plowing, an abundance of fertiliz- 
er and plenty of seed with a little 
| work will do the job. Sallie drops 
|her seed so they will be one inch 
apart in the drill, This will take 
a lot of seed but Sallie grows her 
/cwn seed and for that reason she 
|does not care how many it takes. 
No family should plant less than 
five pounds of garden seed if they 
expect to have any to sell. If 
money is searce with you and if 
times are hard you should plant 
a large place in early garden peas, 
Any plug farmer should be able 
to sell $25.00 worth of carly guar- 
den peas any year. There is one 
thing which I was about to for- 
get to tell you about and that is 
you must not try to raise rabbits 
and peas at the same time. You 
must either have a _ rabbit-tight 
fence or use poison early. The 
vabbits will come from quite a 
distance to get your early peas 
A dime box of poison will stop 
them if you start in time. So 
many folks plant garden peas and 
permit the rabbits to devour them. 
A real good farmer might sell 
$5.00 or $10.00 worth of early 
beets or turnip greens. The se- 
cret of making early beets lies in 
getting them to come up in pure 
cow lot fertilizer. Sallie drops 
the seed and then walks on them 
until the soi! is pressed firmly over 
them. A good farmer always has 
a good garden, Are you a good 
farmer?

AMY JOHNSON WILL 
QUIT FLYING GAME 


No More Airways to Con- 
quer, Declares Aviatrix. 


London, England.—Amy Johnson, 
heroine of the first solo flight by a 
woman from England to Austra- 
lia, has decided to give up flying. 

Knowing that Empire air liners 
and the royal air force are better 
able to make record dashes to South 
Africa and Australia, and secing 
the Russians flying over the pole, 
she believes there is nowhere in the 
world to fly to and set up new 
records except with the backing of 
government finances, 

“Hiv?” she snid. “It is the last 
thing I would dream of 7 
If I saw any prospeets of doing any- 
thing by flying again I would go 
ahead. No, Tam just going around 
now wonderingg what on earth Tam 
to do with life,

“But I am not going to fly, I] 


don't know what I'm poing to do, In 
the old days it Was my business to 
be photographed and interviewed 
with Jim, my husband, For me all 
that terrific publicity is now ended.” 


Has Earned Thousands, 


Miss Johnson has been a good 


|} business woman, In ten years of 


spectacular flying, with half a dozen 
great flights to her credit, she has 
made many thousands of dollars, 
She has lived in fashionable hotels 
and saved enough to buy a fine 
house in London and expensive 


} cars, 


ever since that memorable day in 
1926 when Amy Johnson first took 
her young sister, Mollie, for a cir- 
cus flight over Hull, England, she 
knew she wanted to fly. Five years 
later, twenty-seven years old and a 
stenographer in Fleet street, she 
made a 9,900-nile hop from Croy- 
don airport to Port Darwin, Austra- 
lia. No one dared hope that this 
inexperienced aviatrix, with not 
more than 90 hours in the air to her 
credit, could perform such a feat, 
A newspaper scoffed when Amy of- 
fered to write a story of her trip Cif 
she completed it). Later that same 
newspaper had to pay Amy, always 
the business woman, $50,000 to go on 
a flying tour for it, 

The next year—July, 1931—Amy 
set off for a London-to-Tokyo flight 
with her tutor, C. S. Humphreys. 
They made this run in the record 
time of 101% days. 

Broke Three Records. 

In 1936 Miss Johnson succeeded in 
smashing three records—from Eng- 
land to Cape Town, Cape Town to 


England and for the round trip. On | 
May 7, 1936, she landed in Cape | 


Town, Africa, from England in 3 
days 6 hours and 29 minutes, shav- 
ing the record set by Tommy Rose 
by 11 hours 9 minutes. She com- 
pleted the homeward journey in 4 
days 16 hours and 16 minutes. Rose 
took 6 days 6 hours and 57 minutes 
to make this trip. Her round-trip 
flight took her 7 days 22 hours and 
42 minutes, as against Rose’s 10 
days 34 minutes. 

Four years ago Amy Johnson and 
her husband, Capt. James A. Mol- 
lison, made a transatlantic hop 
from Wales to America. Their 
plane, Seafarer, was wrecked when 
they tried to land at Bridgeport, 
Conun,, for fuel. They were within 
60 miles of their goal—Floyd Ben- 
nett airport, when they ran out 
of gasoline. 


Arctic Growing Warmer 


With Aid of Tropic Air 


Moscow.—Professor V. Vize, Arc- 
tic scientist and explorer, has com- 
pleted a study dealing with the 
change of climate in the Arctic. Ac- 
cording to his studies, the mean an- 
nual temperature in the Arctic in 
the regions adjoining the Atlantic 
ocean has risen by two degrees 
during the last 17 years. During 
the winter the rise of temperature 
as compared with 17 years ago is 
up to five degrees, On Franz Josef 
Land the temperature rise reaches 
seven degrees. 

A noticeable recession of the gla- 
ciers covering the Arctic islands 
and a decrease in the quantities of 
ice floating in the Arctic seas is ob- 
served together with the warmer 
temperature. Considerable thawing 
of ice is taking place in Spitzbergen. 

The change in climate occurring 
not only in the Arctic, but also in 
the temperate climate zone of the 
U. S. S. R. is explained by more 
intensive interchange of air between 
the polar and equatorial regions,

PLENTY OF LIFE IN 
ARCTIC, RUSS SAY 


Birds and Animals Seen by 
Soviet Scientists. 


Moscow, U, S. S. R.—An intimate 
picture of what scientists, volun- 
tarily marooned in the wastes of 


| the arctic, do and how they feel has 


just been released by the official 
Soviet news agency in a report from 
I, Mazuruk, heading a group of ex- 
plorers remaining with an airplane 
on Rudolf island, Franz Joseph 


| Land, 


Mazuruk, one of the few holders 
of the Soviet's highest decoration, 
the Order of Lenin, for previous re- 
searches, has remained with a 
group of fellows designed to malin- 
tain contact with fellow Soviet ex- 
plorers at the North pole. He re- 
ports: 


“We established regular air com- 


| munications between Rudolf island 


and the arctic station in Bay Tik- 


haya. We already have made sev- | 


eral flights there. We carry guests 


; from one station to another, share 


the experience of our work, also ex- 
change newspapers and literature. 
Hold Chess Tournament. 


“We have held a chess tourna- 
ment in which the winterers of the 
Rudolf island were the winners, At 
the eighty-second degree northern 
latitude we watched with keen in- 
terest the sound films ‘Storm,’ Du- 
brovsky. Now we await for the 
films ‘Chapayey’ and Guy de Maup- 
assant’s ‘Ball of Suet.’ Cinema pic- 
tures give us fresh vigor, awaken in 
us new interests and deeply stir us 
here. The characters, landscapes 
and the musie of the films indissol- 
ubly bind us with the great land 
(the mainland). 

“Tikhaya bay is considered by us 
the ‘arctic Venice.’ What beautiful 
natural scenery! Millions of birds, 
tall grass, numerous flowers, excel- 
lent hunting. The winterers of Bay 
Tikhaya hunt walruses and bears, 
They have already killed 21 bears. 
I myself killed two of them, 

“We diligently work upon elabo- 
rating the map of the Franz Joseph 
archipelago. We have already pho- 
tographed from the air a consider- 
able section. We discovered 11 
small islands which have not yet 
been marked on the map. We in- 
tend to present a more exact map 
upon our return to Moscow. 

“We maintain regular radio com- 
munication with the North pole sta- 
tion, we speak about everything— 
even trifles. Everything is in or- 


| der here. The winterers have to 


work very hard, but they ate expe- 
rienced arctic explorers. Despite the 
very difficult conditions, they live 
well and work with meticulous pre- 
cision."

“The drift of our,icefloe for the 
last ten days was rather peculiar. 
We made a loop and found our- 
selves in the same place where we 
were weeks ago.

SO MANY CARS ALL 
CAN RIDE AT ONCE 


Federal Bureau Compiles List 
of Motor Vehicles. 


Washington, D. C. — There are 
enough motor vehicles for everyone 
in the United States to take a ride 
at the sare time, according to reg- 
istration figures compiled by the 
United States bureau of public 
roads, 

Registrations during 1936 reached 
an all-time high of 28,221,291, of 
which 24,197,685 were passenger ve- 
hicles and 4,023,606 trucks and trac- 
tor trucks. These figures have been 
increasing at approximately 150,000 
a month this year. 

The bureau said registration in 
1936 increased nearly 2,000,000 over 
1935 and surpassed the former all- 
time high of 1930 by 1,700,000 ve- 
hicles. Total registrations are ex- 
pected to reach the 30,000,000 mark 
some time next year. 

Some idea of the number of auto- 
mobiles and trucks can be gained 
by assuming that a highway wide 
enough to accommodate all could be 
built from New York to Los An- 
geles. It would take a thirty-seven- 
lane highway with an automobile 
for each twenty feet. 

Every state showed an increase in 
registration over the previous year. 
Registrations in sixteen states in- 
creased more than 10 per cent over 
1935 figures. The average increase 
for the entire United States was 7.6 
per cent. 

Registration receipts amounted to 
$359,783,000. Trucks and tractor 
trucks composed less than 15 per 
cent of the registrations but ac- 
counted for nearly 24 per cent of 
the receipts. 

New York state led both in the 
number of vehicles, 2,459,592, and in 
receipts, $46,291,000. California had 
alinost as many vehicles, 2,327,984, 
but receipts were only $21,087,000, 
less than half those of New York.
